This month is the very best one for reading and understanding the Quran. Special 
recitations of the Quran are held; it is also recited during the tarawih prayer. 







The torawih is actually the tahajjud prayer, which instead of being offered before dawn 
is offered after the isha prayer during this month to make things easy for godly people. 
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The Quran introduces the Creator and explains the bond between 
the Creator and His creations. A large part of the Quran deals with 
stories of the prophets, such as Adam, Nuh (Noah), Ibrahim 
(Abraham), Yusuf (Joseph), Musa (Moses), Isa (Jesus) and many 
more. Upon all of whom be peace. These stories teach lessons 
about what is good or bad for believers of all time. 
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Another part of the Quran talks about the Hereafter — 
which mainly describes in detail the delights of Paradise 
and the agony of Hell. Historical events, faith and religion, 
religious commandments, divine promises, prayers and 
matters of civil law are also dealt with. 



When the Quran is read during the month of its revelation, 
Ramadan, it creates an atmosphere which reminds us of the time 
when the divine light from heaven fell upon the earth. The Quran is 
a guiding force in man's life. He earns his livelihood according to its 
rules. He bathes in the ocean of its life to cleanse his soul. 







The Quran is a reward to His servants from Allah. And fasting 
is like saying Thank You' for the reward. Through fasting man 
makes himself worthy of being thankful to Allah.
